Dr. Merrill says that the aver- 
age individual seldom _ gives 
thought to where plants and ani- 
mals originated or when or how 
they got scattered over the 
world. Of course all are derived 
from wild species and he said 
that every important plant spe- 
cies now in cultivation and of 
basic importance to our food 
supply was cultivated some- 
where in the world at the dawn 
of recorded history. And the 
same is true of domesticated ani- 
mals. We may have improved 
certain species to the list devel- 
oped in the pre-historic period. 

He also pointed out that culti- 
vated plants originated in the 
same regions in which early 
civilizations originated and that 
these originated in very definite 
parts of the world.
